Tbe G n a t Ship-Builder, Discourag ed by 
the Do lphin b ifleu lty , 
Lay * Down 
Under His Loud—An Assig nm ent 
Made—Comment and Fact. 


N ew T o r e , J uly 20.—The sensation of 
the day is the assig nment of J ohn Roach, 
the ship-builder. 
This action was taken by 
Mr. Roach late Saturday afternoon, and 
was a surprise to every body . 
The assig nees 
are Georg e W. Quintani, of this city , and 
Georg e E. 
Weed, of 
Stamford, 
Conn. 
Preferences are made in favor of William 
Rowland, of New Brunswick, N. J ., for 
work done and money loaned, and various 
other parties to the amount of $122,217, and 
the assig nment then directs the pay ment of 
all other claims for money due or to be­ 
come 
due 
and all 
lawful 
claims 
ag ainst Mr. 
Roach by A. 
R. Whitney , 
Thomas 
F. 
Rowland, J ames 
EL Ward, 
Georg e W. Quintard and W illiam Rowland 
for indemnity ag ainst expense and liability 
incurred by them by reason of their having 
become sureties for, and having executed 
bonds at the instance o f the assig nor and 
for his benefit, upon certain contracts en 
tered into by the assig nor on or about the 
month of J uly , 1883* with the United States, 
represented by the secretary of the navy , 
for the con-truction of three steel cruisers, 
known re*p? ctively as to e Boston, Atlanta 
and Chicag o, and tbe dispatch boat Dolphin. 
Provision was also made for the pay ment 
o f tbe wag es of workmen employ ed in 
Roach’s shipy ards, and tbe wag es o f tbe 
men were duly paid Saturday afternoon 
and the works closed. 
The sudden move cm the part of Mr. 
Roach caused a g reat deal o f comment. 
E riends of Mr. Roach declare that he is 
being ruined; that he has been driven into 
bankruptcy by the combinations o f hi* over- 
critical enemies, and that having failed to 
be 
g iven a chance to 
retrive 
himself 
throug h his works, he is being driven to dim­ 
pair and financial wreck for no other cau*e 
than, at the worst, trifling errors in na val 
architecture. 
But the less charitably dis­ 
posed take a different view and claim to see 
in the assig nment a subtle plan to g et the 
better of tbe strug g le that has been g oing 
on between Mr. Roach and the seretary of 
tbe navy in reg ard to the Dolphin.

assert that., considering Mr. Roach’s shrewd- 
ness, 
ability , 
and 
undoubted 
financial 
standing , there can be no other reason foi 
g oing throug h the form of bankruptcy . 
Mr. Roach could not be seen by our re­ 
porters, but bis son, Garrett, said no one 
would lose a dollar by the assig nment as his 
father was abundantly able to pay every 
dollar he owes. 
He said he was crippled by 
the blow, and that phy sically be was pros­ 
trated end iiL 
It is asserted that he looks 
tired and careworn. 
His friends say that he 
is dispirited at his recent reverse*. 
His am­ 
bition has been to build up American ship­ 
ping and place it on a level with 
that of 
Great Britain, and tbe dang er that the pur­ 
pose of his life shall be frustrated islikelv tc 
have a serious effect upon him. 
His co'ndi- 
tion has been such for some week- that he is 
watched closely by men employ ed

Episcopal church, one o f the oldest and 
formerly the most fashionable in the city , 
riotoui scenes were enacted Sunday when 
the rector, the Rev. Henry D. J ardine, at­ 
tempted to conduct the service*. 
J ardine 
has 
been 
under 
a 
cloud 
here for 
a 
long 
time. 
He 
sued 
The 
Times for $53,000 some months ag o for libel, 
which led to searching investig ation. It was 
alleg ed among other thing s that he bad 
served a two-y ears’ term in the Monroe 
county (N. Y.) penitentiary for burg lary . 
During his six y ears’ career here he has boen 
a strict ritualist 
and hig h 
churchman. 
Shortly after he beg an his libel suit John 
C. Shea, an ex-vestry man of St. Mary ’s 
church, published a pamphlet 
charg ing 
J ardine with all manner o f immorality . The 
clerg y man prosecuted him for 
criminal 
libel, and the trial, which took place lest 
week, was the most sensational ever held in 
this city . 
The result was the acquittal of 
Shea. 
Public sentiment 
had been im­ 
mensely wroug ht up ag ainst J ardine, end 
but for the presence of policemen in larg e 
numbers in cbtfrch he would undoubtedly 
have been drag g ed from the pulpit and 
tarred and feathered. 
At 11 o’clock the disg raoed rector, despite 
threats o f violence, boldly donned 
the 
sacerdotal robes and performed the sacred 
rites of tbe church. 
The audience, one of 
the larg est ever in the church since J ardine 
came to it, end which included a number of 
prominent business men o f the city , testified 
their disapproval by stamping , whistling , 
and derisive shouts of laug hter. The crowd 
beg an 
to 
assemble 
long 
before 
the 
hour for service, and by 11 o’clock tbe 
church was filled to its utmost capacity . 
The only ladies present were a balf-dosen 
female members o f his flock. 
Two or three 
policemen had been ste tioned in the rear 
determined to resist to the last any attempt 
o f the church a t the solicitation o f the 
rector, and the vestry were present in full 
foroe, armed with revolvers in anticipation 
of a fray . 
It is also statod that J ardine 
had 
a 
brace 
of 
revolvers 
strapped 
out his 
waist 
underneath 
his 
g own, 
to remove him by foroe. 
A short time be 
fore the service beg an he walked throug h 
tbe church as if to determine tbe pulse of 
the audieuce. 
He had scarcely disappeared 
in the sacristy before a boy dad in a white 
robe came out end burned incense in front 
of the altar. 
The choristers, headed by 
small boy bearing alo ft an immense g ilt 
cross, appeared at the south door of the 
church, and marching slowly down the 
middle aisle, took their places in the chancel. 
A chant was then sung , at the conclusion of 
which J ardine came out o f tho sacristy clad 
in priestly vestments and proceeded with 
the service. 
The audience remained per fectly quiet 
until in repeating the decalog ue he read the 
seventh commandment, 
“ Thou sbalt not 
commit adultery ,” when he was g reeted 
with a storm of deriaive laug hter, stamping 
o f feet, and cries of “ RatsI ltats!” 
He was 
evidently prepared for this outburst, which 
lasted several minutes, as the only effect it 
produced on him was to cause the line* 
about his rnvuth to deepen and his naturally 
pale face to g row paler. 
As soon as quiet 
had been in a measure restored, he proceed­ 
ed in a firm voioe with a peculiar emphasis 
to read: 
“ Thou shall not bear false wit­ 
ness.” 
This did not have the desired effjef, 
and was received with hisses. 
The co m ­ 
mandment “ Thou shalt not covet thy neig h­ 
bor s 
wife ’ 
called 
forth 
thunderous 
applause, 
which 
exceeded 
in 
vio ­ 
lence 
the 
demonstration 
which 
had 
preceded it. 
The rest of tho service passed 
off without interruption until ho beg an 
preaching . 
As the rector ceased speaking 
and turned to kneel at the altar, another 
demonstration was made by the audience. 
All throug h the sermon the speaker was con­ 
stantly interrupted by stamping J and>hout- 
ing , the exhibition of disapproval being 
most pronounced when he denounced thoae 
who believed him g uilty as ig norant, pre­ 
judiced lout« , and when he posed as a m ar­ 
ty r in a g ood causol 
During tho sermon 
several men and boy s had g athered outside 
(,©fthe church and looked in throug h the open 
•windows. 
At the conclusion of tbe invec­ 
tive, and while the rector was blowing the 
wine, bis assistant, Wilson, dashed at one of 
the windows and dosed it with a bang . 
He 
then resumed bis seat, and the sj>ectators 
moved te another window. 
J ardine then 
g ave tbe communion. Vestry man W hitting ­ 
ton, Vestry man Lewis, 
Mrs. Lewis and a 
half-dozen women and g irls receiving it at 
his Lands. 
The only othor incident that 
occum-d was during the recessional. 
When 
the chorister« went down the aisle to the 
schooi-ro' rn the crowd kept time te their 
footstep-, 
tho 
boy s, however, 
looking 
straig ht 
ahead and preserving much dig ­ 
nity . 
Many policemen were present, but 
made no effort to stop the disturbance, but 
at nig ht a larg o extra force was present, 
thoug h nothing serious occurred. 
It 
thoug ht that J ardine will be compelled 
leave town within twenty -four hour*

quence of some article or articles th at have 
ap p eared in The W ar Chief. 
Mr. Crocker 
flatly refused to give bond for his ap p ear­ 
ance a t Fort Leavenworth Oct 12 to auswer 
to the charges made against him, and de­ 
clared he would rather go to jail than live 
without freedom of sp eech and p ress. 
He 
sa id he would keep up the editorial manage­ 
m ent of his p ap er in his cell if p ermitted to 
do so rather than dep rive the p ublic of his 
sentiments in regard to Oklahoma. 
The day following the arrest of Mr. 
Crocker Dep uty United States 
Marshal 
Rarick entered the boomers’ camp with 136 
warrants to servo on sixty-eight men. Each 
man to be arrested was to be served with 
two warrants, one 
charging 
him with 
“seditious consp iracy” and the other with 
“inciting 
insurrection 
and 
rebellion 
against 
the 
United 
States 
govern­ 
m en t’* The 
dep uty 
m arshal 
arrested 
Mr. Kichlebergor aud two men named 
Jones, who at once signad bonds for their 
ap p earance at Fort Leavenworth, O ct 12, 
As soon as the mission of the dep uty mar- 
shal became known a meeting was called to 
decide what ¡step s should be taken in the 
m atter, and a resolution was p asse i declar­ 
ing th at all who were to be arrested would 
go 
to 
jail 
sooner 
than

This 
resolution was made kuown to the dep uty 
marshal, and the consequence was that he 
made no more arrests, but soon left camp 
with a w arrant to serve on Cap t* Couch, 
who was not then in cam p 
He met the 
cap tain in Caldwell and p roceeded to serve 
the w arrant on him. 
The cap tain, like the 
others,.refused to give a bond for bis ap ­ 
p earance at Fort ijeavonworth and said the 
officer would have to take him there.

dep uty marshal withdrew without making 
the arrest and left on fcho first train for Ar­ 
kansas City. 
The greatest excitement p revailed in the

PARADE DAY IN MEXICO. 


C elebra tion of a n A nniversa ry—B rillia n t 
Show of Uniform s. 
[Ta cuba ya Cor. New York Tribune.) 
The celebration of tho anniversary of the 
rep ulse of the French, at the storming of 
Fuobla in 1872, by Gen. Lorences, occurred 
not long ago. 
Two reviews took p lace, one 
on the p lain of San Lasaro, outside of the 
city, and another in the city. 
At the shoot­ 
ing school there was a sort of tribute erected 
on the roof, from which the p resident’s 
wife, the ministers’ families, etc., had a 
good look at the review. As it occup ied lit­ 
tle over an hour, m any who went a long 
distance to see it were disap p ointed and the 
booths for refreshments made a scanty 
harvest* 
In each review marched 
about 15,000 
men. 
The uniforms are simp le, of dark blue 
cloth, relieved in the line regiments with 
gilt buttons and scarlet strip es on sleeves 
and trousers. A cloth “kep i” is covered with 
white cotton stuff, from which hangs a 
“havelock” of the same when in “fatigue 
dress.” The p olice also wear the “havelock.” 
The cavalry have silver buttons and gal­ 
loon, and black braided jackets are added 
for the artillery. 
Their ap p earance was 
good, and many of the regiments marched 
well. 
The corjis of cadets made a brilliant show 
!tnd thoy do credit to the m ilitary school of 
Chap ultep ec. 
But the most brilliant of all 
were 
the 
“rurales,” the 
p olicemen of 
the 
i urnl district« , os their came indi­ 
cates.

MR. M’MASTER’S ACCOUNT OF TH f 
ORIGIN OF THE NATIONAL SONa 


la Incident of the Tim« « of 1799—Party 
Strife Between Old-Time “ Federail*te” 
and “ Republicans**—-Th« Pop. 
alar “ President's March.“ 


(From “ The People of the United States.“ ! 
Thousands of men who despised J ohn 
Adams, who detested the Federalists, who 
loathed the influence Great Britain had in 
federal affairs, now turned to support the 
government with vigor. 
Their hearts were 
still warm toward Franca 
But they could 
not suffer even so old and dear an ally to 
heap up insult on their native land. 
Such 
an outburst of patriotism had never before 
been seen. 
It began at Philadelphia, and 
spread thenoe as fast as the post-riders 
could carry the news. 
Night after night at 
the theatre, pit, box es and gallery joined in 
one 
mighty 
shout for the “ President’s 
March,” for “ Yankee Doodle,” or for the 
stirring music of "Stony Point.” 
While the 
airs were being played the 
wildest ex ­ 
citement prevailed. 
The audience rose to 
their feet, stood upon the teats, waved hats 
and walking sticks, sang, cheered, and, 
when the piece was finished, demanded that 
it should be given over and over again. 
Then a band of hardy Republicans in some 
part of the gallery or the pit would call for 
“ Caira” or the Marseillaise1* hymn, till their 
cries were drowned amid a storm of groans 
and hisses. 
Not to be outdone, the Re­ 
publicans thereupon bribed the musicians to 
play no federal tunes. 
The first night they 
refused a storm of indignation was raised in 
the theatre and they gave way. 
The nex t 
night they stood firm and were well pelted 
for their pains. 
The Federalists were highly indignant. 
The theatre, said they, more than any 
other place brings men of all clashes to­ 
gether. 
The managers should therefore pay 
some heed to public feeling in the selection 
of the music. 
The present is no time to 
grate the public ear with those Gallic mur­ 
der shouts, “ Ca ira” and the “ Carmagnole.” 
The enthusiastic clamor with which the 
“ President’s March” had been called for and 
tue deafening applause with which it had 
been greeted should have taught them this. 
Is it the purpose of a theatre company to 
please or to insult the public? The action 
of pelting the fiddler and smashing the fid­ 
dle is greatly to be condemned. 
The firm 
and dignified conduct of leaving the theatre 
and keeping 
away 
till 
the 
managers 
solemnly promise that 
the 
“ President’s 
March” shall be the first tune played in the 
house is much to be preferred. 
The theatre, the Republicans protested, was 
a public house and the managers would do 
well to keep this in mind. If, however, they 
were determined to make it the resort of the 
British faction, let them look to that faction 
for support. 
Every earnest Republican and 
true patribt would keep away. This was the 
rejoinder, is greatly to be wished. 
Men of 
nense long for time when the J acobins and 
their murder shouts shall be driven from 
every decent resort 
Let them desert the 
theatre and with the shillings thus saved 
pay some of their old debts. 
While the factions wrangled the benefit 
night of a favorite actor drew near. No man 
knew better than he how to profit by the 
jtopular will, and at no time in the whole 
co u rse of his life had so fine a chance of 
profiting by the popular will been offered 
him. 
Politics ruled the hour. 
The city was 
full of ex cited Federalists who packed the 
theatre night after night for no other pur- 
po-e than to shout themselves hoarse over 
the “ Presideut’s March.”

A BRAHMIN’S VIEWS. 


AMERICAN 
INSTITUTIONS AS SEEN 
THROUGH HINDOO GLASSES. 


Some Thins« Very Bard te Understand- 
Comment« on the 
Fair Sex—Tba 
American People Work The 
Hard—Criticism« . 


MEDIEVAL LATIN SO N a 


[Sacramento Bee Interview.) 
After tome further interesting conversa­ 
tion concerning the condition of affairs in 
India, the reporter thanked Joshee for bis 
courtesy, and, intimating that he had ob­ 
tained sufficient data for his article, was 
about to retire, when, to his surprise, the 
Brahmin said: 
“ I am most glad to furnish you all the in­ 
formation in my power; and now, if you do 
not object, I would like to obtain some in­ 
formation from you on points that I have 
not been able to understand.’* He then pro­ 
ceeded to interview the reporter in the most 
masterly and approved style in regard to a 
number of our institutions and customs 
which had struck him as being decidedly 
curious, and propounded questions that in­ 
dicated that he was a close observer and 
possessed of the philosophical 
yearning 
to get tc the bottom of 
things, 
fle 
commenced first on 
newspapers, 
their 
circulation, 
influence, 
running expenses, 
income, 
salaries 
of 
writers, 
etc., 
and only desisted on this subject when he 
found that he had obtained all the informa­ 
tion in reference thereto that the reporter 
was capable of imparting. 
“ There is another thing,1* continued the 
Branmin, “ that I can not understand. 
How 
is it that your women are always so much 
better dressed than their husbands ? I see 
tbe ladies dressed in silks and rich street 
costumes, while their husbands are often 
poorly ani even shabbily dressed. 
Is there 
some particular reason for itf* 
The reporter, in reply to the questions 
tbst poured in upon him, endeavored to 
furnii*h satisfactory answers, but found in 
many instances that the Hindoo view of our 
manners and costumes was so strikingly new 
to him that be could only offer suggestions. 
“ And then I see so many rich men here 
who are n«>t fit to occupy their handsome 
houses. 
Ye« , we often have self-made men 
in India who rise even from the ooolie class 
and become merchants and gradually ac 
cumulate wealth. 
But 
with 
every in­ 
crease of income the condition 
of the 
man 
improve« , 
too, and he is always 
fit to occupy his station with credit 
In our 
country everything in a man’s house is in 
accordance with his 
tastes, and mental 
grade, but here I see so often an inferior 
soul linked with superior furniture. Now 
why should this be? It does not seem right 
I cannot understand it Now if it were a 
philosopher—a contemplater (and here h« 
looked kindly at himself)—I can understand 
that it wi uld be tut right for him to have a 
nicely-appointed house and rooms in which 
to live and study. 
But here you take a man 
who is still a coolie and give him a hand­ 
some residence and make him, perhap« , a 
millionaire. 
You should nol do it. 
It low­ 
ers the tone of your society. 
“ And then your people are so restless. You 
never stop workmg, no matter how rich you 
become. 
I actually know a wealthy Amer­ 
ican who works eighteen hours a day and 
takes no vacation, and be will die working. 
It seems most extraordinary. 
The result of 
habit, you say? Well, I suppose it is. 
But 
it is, indeed, a most miserable life. 
I would 
not be a Stanford nor a Crocker and work 
so hard.” 
Now 
in 
India 
how different 
The 
men and women in the higher classes always 
have a happy, peaceful expression upon 
their face« , and the richer a man becomes 
the less he works. 
We are not busy from 
birth till death. 
No one thinks of working 
more than eight hours, and even then,” be 
continued with a smile, “ they shirk all they 
can. 
The 
merchant 
takes life 
easy, 
and when he 
becomes old 
and 
well 
off. he 
retires 
in favor 
of his sons. 
And in India a rich man has so many calls 
upon his wealth. 
He must give entertain­ 
ments at certain periods, care for relatives, 
give in charity, etc., or lose caste, and so he 
spends his money while he lives, and does 
not leave it as do many Americans, to 
charitable institutions after their death, j 
That is so comical” 
And so the Brahmin continued, presents 
ing new phases of the manners and custom« 
which we accept without comment 
The 
Brahmin Joshee could add a most entertain­ 
ing lecture to his repertoire on “ American 
Manners and Customs as Seen by a Hindoo;” 
and it is certain that the reporter knows 
mere about the curious phases of a number 
of our most cherished institutions than he 
did several days ago. 
He has at the same 
time acquired a great respect for Joshee’s 
abilities as an interviewer.
